The  resignation  ol  a  second  member  ol 
the    provisional   government — that    of   the 
minister  of  interior,   Aristides  da  Silveira 
Lobo— on  the  101I1  instant,  has  done  much 
to  impress  upon  the  public  mind  that  the 
path  of    the  revolutionary  administrator   is 
no  smoother  than  that  of  his  predecessor, 
and  thai  changes  may  be  expected  with  jnsl 
the   same   frequency   now  as  then.     There 
was  all  impression  at   tile   outset   that   the 
revolutionary  leaders  were  So  fully  in  accord, 
and  so  centered  upon  the  one  purpose— that 
ol  speedily  organizing  a  republican  form  of 
government— that  no  dissensions,  nor  chan- 
ges,   would   be    likely   to    occur.     Almost 
from  the  very  outset,    however,  llierc  have 
been  rumors  of  disagreements,    until  at  lasl 
il  became  known  dial  certain  divergences 
bad    led   to  a  controversy  so   serious  that 
changes  must    follow.

On  the  14th  we  learn- 
ed   from    Rio   Grande    exchanges    that  the 
difficulty  had  arisen  from  a  certain  petty  ap- 
pointment in  the  Porto  Alegre  custom-house 
which  led  the  Fetleratao,   the  organ  of  Sr. 
Caslilhos,  to  declare  itself  in  opposition.    It 
was  only  a  tempest  in  a  teapot,  but  it  was 
ent  to  overthrow  a  governor,  occasion 
conferences  among  the  military  officers  as  to 
the  course  they  should  pursue,  and  arouse 
more   or  less  anxiety   everywhere   over  the 
possibilities.     In  view  ol  the  sensitive  stale 
of    the   country   and    ol    the    unorganized 
character    of  the   government,   il   certainly 
seems   inexcusably    imprudent  to  continue 
these    petty   squabbles  over   appointments. 
There  can  be  no  urgency  for  die  appoint- 
ment  ol    any    employe,     whether    in    the 
custom-house,    or  in   the   hoard  of  health, 
and  if  one  is  made  not  entirely  satisfactory 
to  everybody — which  is  generally  the  case — 
we  do  not  see  why  rational  men  should  at 
once  go  into  opposition   to  overthrow  the 
government.     It  is  not  only  childish,  but  it 
s   decidedly    dangerous    lo    go  on   in  this 
oad.     A    very   slight  conflict  will  be  quite 
enough   to   embroil  a  whole  stale,  and  that 
in  itself  will  be  sufficient  lo  delay  the  organ- 
ization of  the  government   and  to  seriously 
injure  the  credit  of  the  country.

In  our  last  issue 
we  ventured  upon  a  protest  against  the 
course  pursued  by  a  few  of  our  colleagues 
in  their  violent  abuse  of  a  friendly  nation 
whose  merchants  and  capitalists  have  enor- 
mous interests  at  slake  in  this  country,  and 
against  the  clearly  Imslilc  practices  of  organ- 
izing companies  ol  volunteers  and  raising 
money  to  carry  on  war  against  that  nation. 
The  first  response  came  from  the  Correio 
tin  fttvo,  whose  editor  considers  it  necessary 
lo  advise  his  readers— falsely,  be  it  known— 
diat  we  do  not  "lose  an  opportunity  to 
reveal  his  (our)  ill  will  against  the  republic, 
and,  not  infrequently,  against  Hrazilians."

selfishness  in  general  of  the  English  race  - 
but  not  one  word  as  to  the  subject  of  our 
crilicism  on  the  raising  of  men  ami  money 
here  in  Brazil  to  wage  war  on  a  friendly 
power  in  a  quarrel  which  does  not  concern 
Brazilians  one  particle.

5th. — Is  it  right,  or  politic,  that  a  Brazil- 
ian, or  a   Brazilian  paper,  should  aid  and 
encourage  such  hostile  acts  at  the  risk  of 
compromising  his  government  ? 
We  hold  that  it  is  not. 
Mil.— Is   it   right,    or  politic,  that  a  Port- 
uguese, or  a  Portuguese  paper,  should  make 
use  of  Brazilian  territory,  under  the  shelter 
of  the  Brazilian   Hag,   lo  engage  in  lilting 
out    hostile   expeditions   against   a    power 
friendly  lo   Brazil,   thus  compromising  tin- 
latter  in  a   quarrel  in   which  she  has  no 
material  interest  ? 
,  We  hold  that  il  is  not. 

7II1.—  If  these  acts  are  hostile  and  if 
Brazil  is  responsible  for  them,  arc  we  not 
hilly  justified  in  protesting  against  them  ? 
We  hold  that  we  are. 
And  lli.it,  loo,  without  dcscivina  the  un- 
worthy accusation  of  the  Conrio  Jo  /Wo. 
or  the  charges  of  partiality,  ill-will  and 
vvnalilv  which  the  Arrive  Mercanlil  feels 
constrained  to  place  before  its  readers. 

As  we  have  before  slated,  we  are  not  ad- 
mirers of  England's  foreign  policy  ;  and  we 
admire  even  less  the  colonial  policy  ol 
Portugal.  The  history  of  Brazil  down  to 
the  present  moment  is  a  living  monument 
ol  condemnation  upon  that  policy.  When 
pill-  colleagues  feel  inclined  to  wax  eloquent 
over  the  greed  anil  selfishness  of  England, 
let  them  recall  the  rule  which  repressed  and 
robbed  this  fair  land  for  nearly  three 
centuries  and  is  directly  responsible  for  the 
fact  that  Brazil  is  now  two  centuries  behind 
that  stage  of  civilization  and  development 
which  she  ought  to  occupy.  Eulogizing 
Tiradcnles  in  one  breath,  and  Portuguese 
colonial  rule  in  the  next,  will  hardly  stand 
criticism. 

However,  all  this  is  foreign  to  the  subject 
in  hand.  The  republican  agitation  in 
Portugal,  which  appears  to  be  responsible 
for  much  of  this  furore  against  England, 
may  worlc  out  ils  own  salvation  in  its  own 
way.  In  the  interests  of  peace  and  progress 
here  in  Brazil,  both  commercial  and 
political  we  must  be  permitted  to  record 
our  protest  against  the  hostile  altitude  ol 
our  colleagues  and  against  the  absurd 
crusade  which  they  are  inciting  against  a 
class  of  merchants  residing  in  this  a  Iriendly 
Miinliy.  If  our  col-leagues  must  have 
evenge  and  blood,  ihllf  let  them  go  to  the 
seat  of  war  and  have  it  out  with  the  enemy,

Decree   No.   2<>o  A   dated  on  February  8th  ap 
proves  the  regulations  ol  the  electoral  d< 
clauses  thai  interest  foreigners  are: 
Art.  /.—Brazilian  citizens  are  : 
I— All   those    whi'  are  born  in  Rrazi 
foreign    father,    unless   the   latter   resit 
Republic  in  the  service  of  his  country. 

II — Those  burn  in  Brazil  of  a  foreign  father  in 
the  service  of  his  country,  if,  upon  altainiii}; 
majority,  or  enianci paled  According  to  Hi  a/Hum 
law,  they  declare  their  wish  to  follow  the  Brazilian 
nationality. 

Ill— Children  ol  a  Brazilian  father,  and  ille- 
gilimate  children  ol  a  llra/ilian  mother,  boi  n  abroad, 
who  shall  afterwards  establish  their  domicile  m  the 
Republic. 

Paragrapk.-h\  the  smne  manner,  the  children 
of  a  Brazilian  falliei  ami  Ihe  illegitimale  children  of 
a  Brazilian  mother  bom  abroad,  even  should  the
